After an inspection of these horses in their 
winter quarters Mr. S. B. Weems eays of them 
in a recent letter to Morning Telegraph : “Bat- 
ten has grown some, though not a very great 
deal, since the season ended. He is an exceed- 
ingly good type of horse, and but for the fact 
that bis off fore ankle is under suspicion he 
might be regarded as a very likely coming four- 
year-old, inasmuch as be did not appear to be 
very much behind Ethelbert in point of racing 
quali'.y last season. Mr. McDowell has never 
been able to exactly figure out what is the mat- 
ter with Batten’s ankle. He either struck or 
strained the member. When he returned to the 
farm tbe ankle was badly swollen. Under treat- 
ment it has improved of late, and there is 
probably more than even chances that the horse 
will train. Mr. McDowell is likely to race in 
the east again this coming year, but his de- 
cision in that respect will depend much on how 
Batten and some of his other horses shape up 
in tbe spring. 

“His Excellency iB sound, but this colt proved 
something of a disappointment last season. 
He had speed, but would not stay, although he 
ran two or three good, game races at that. 
Villa V. ought to develop into a useful filly. 

“Of the yearlings the brown filly, by Lamp- 
lighter— Kittie Clive, recently sold by Mr. Mc- 
Dowell to E. C. Cowdin for £2,500, iB the best, 
and she is a host in herself. This will b9 a big 
mare, broad over the top, and strongly yet 
symmetrically built. She has an excellent 
head, indicating intelligence, good, clean, 
straight limbs, extra good driving power, and 
in fact well near the perfection mark in every 
paiticular. This mare will handle stake weight 
without any trouble, and if she performs as 
well as she looks she will rnn fast, too. So far 
as appearances go she would have been a bar- 
gain at twice the price paid for her. She will 
be trained by Mr. McDowell for Mr. Cowdin. 

“Of tbe weanlings, the chestnut colt by Hal- 
ma— Sudie McNairy, is the best. He is a Han- 
over type, lengthy underneath, short coupled, 
and well muscled. This is a good big, wiry, 
well grown colt. He willmake a big horse, and 
one of a great deal of quality. Mr. McDowell 
thinks a great deal of this colt, as he has a 
right to do. for he is one of the best weanlings 
I have seen. The brown colt by Lamplighter, 
out of Kanawha, is also a good colt, stout and 
Chunky, but lacks the quality of the Halma 
youngster.” 



NEW ORLEANS NOTES. 

Some of the yearlings quartered at the track 
are being sent along steadily in anticipation of 
the two-year-old races that will be inclnded in 
the program next month. It is a little early to 
predict their relative merit, Btill there are some 
grand lookers in the bunch, and they are reel- 
ing off quarters at a rate that bespeaks some 
keen contests when they are seen with the col- 
on. 

John A. Rhea, a two-year-old of considerable 
promise, broke his shoulder while galloping 
Sunday morning, and a bullet pnt an end to his 
suffering. It was started out for a six furlong 
trial, but after reeling off five furlongs in 1 :02, 
tbe carelessness of his rider brought a collision 
with the track fence, which broke the colt’s 
shonlder. His rider escaped with a shaking up. 

C. Johnson, the eteeplechaee jockey, who has 
been riding for G. W. Poole during tbe pest 
summer, has signed to ride for T. Hitchcock, 
the eastern owner. He will leave for the latter’s 
farm at Aiken S. C., in a few days, where he 
goes to school some of the Hitchcock horses 
during the winter months. 

Kisme will not bj permitted to start in 
future, under the track rule which prohibits 
the starting of horses subject to bleeding. The 
edict is a good one, as it not only protects the 
bettor, bnt means the doing away of an element 
of danger for horses and riders. 

E. Kelly, the cross-country jockey, who rode 
Philae and others of the Craven horses on the 
Canadian circuit last summer, has been engaged 
by D. M. Hogan to ride Boanerges in the jump- 
ing events here. 

The fast sprinter, Merry Day, will be fired 
and turned out. He will not bs taken up until 
late in the spring. 

The entries of Rotterdam and Island Prince 
will not be accepted until they are schooled at 
the barrier. — New Orleans Picayune.
